An experienced architect, who has 
viewed a plan of the Capitol building, says 
the girder which gave way was composed 
of two pieces of wood bolted together, 
making, when combined, an area of thir- 
teen by twenty inches. It was formerly 
supported by columns, which were subse- 
— removed to improve the appear- 
ance of the Hall of Delegates. In thecen- 
tre of the girder was a mortise, which re- 
duced its available strength to 914 by 20 
inches. The fatal error was in making the 
interchanges without examining the gir- 
ders with reference to their capacity to en- 
dure the new strain placed upon them.

The National Association of Medical 
Colleges to-day adopted a resolution reit-
